(d) repeating steps (a) , (b) , and (c) until the list is 
complete wherein a priority is assigned to some or all of the 
programs on the list, and programs or parts of programs overlapping 
in time are processed according to their priorities,,, and wherein 
the values of the priorities are automatically initialized 
according to the sequence in which the programs are added to the 
list.

(C) a display unit for graphically representing programs of a 
list of programs,

(E) control the audio and/or video recording and/or 
reproducing device so as to process the programs according to said 
list.

(c) repeating steps (a) and (b) until the list is complete..,, 
wherein a priority is assigned to some or all of the programs on 
the list, and programs or parts of programs overlapping in time are 
processed according to their priorities, wherein programs that are 
overlapping in time that have different priorities are visually 
represented as a higher priority program overlapping a lower 
priority program,., and wherein programs or parts of programs 
overlapping in time are displayed as bars at .least partially 
ov e rlapping superposed in position such that the l e ngth lengths and 
position p ositions o f an over lapping... bar and an overlapped bar 
still isdi^a: ; tes----ind ica t e ... the e-ti^a-t-ier?:- -dura t ion s... and ; tiiiTe--"t.ime.s....o f 
transmission of the corresponding programp rograms alon g a timeline.

(Currently Amended) A— The me thod according to as claimed in 
claim 9, wherein the selecting is performed by pointing at the 
partially overlapped program.

reordering priorities of programs displayed on the list by 

selecting a partially overlapped program. 

14. (Currently Amended) A— The me thod according to as claimed in 
claim 13, wherein the selecting is performed by clicking on the 
partially overlapped program.

(Currently Amended) jV-The me thod according to as claimed in 
claim 8, comprising the act of reordering priorities of programs 
displayed on the list by selecting a partially overlapped program.

19. (Currently Amended) jV-The me thod according to as claimed in 
claim 17, wherein the selecting is performed by verbally selecting 
the partially overlapped program.
